Examiner's Amendments to the Specification 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Claims 2-3, 5-28, 44, 47-62 are directed to an isolated DNA molecules 
comprising a protamine encoding sequence of specific composition (derived from DNA 
encoding a specific protamine from oncorhynchus mykiss), vectors, host cells, tissues 
comprising said molecules, methods of transfecting or transforming said host cells and 
tissues and methods of recombinantly expressing said molecules. Claimed protamine 
encoding sequence is free of prior art. Further the prior art fails to teach such 
specifically claimed sequence. Hence, said sequence is also non-obvious. 

Since said portamine encoding sequence is both novel and non-obvious, 
molecules, vectors, host cells and tissues comprising said sequence and said methods 
of use of said products as claimed, are also novel and non-obvious. 

Claims 2-3, 5-28, 44 and 47-62 are allowed.
